e-nmentor municipal bonds and spend 
his time cutting the coupons and collect 
ing the interest. This he could do with 
out knowing a thing about business, am 
never endanger the principal, and would 
never be attacked by the Bryans and Alt 
gelds and Debses, or be troubled with 
labor strikes. In this way his $40,000,00 
would never benefit labor or produce any 
wealth. He would not be, in thia case, 
of as much importance to the greut ma- 
chinery of wealth producing business aa 
be is now as a motorman. There are 
thousands of other men of wealth who 
use their capital in this way, some, Be- 
cause it is the only way they can nse it 
and protect the principal, others because 
they do not care, or have not the courage 
to invest their capital where it would bo 
endangered by labor troubles, and conso 
^uently are never troubled with strikes 
Dnder such conditions of security, they 
oan, and often do, take sides with agi'a- 
tors in making trouble for those wbo=e 
capital is invested where It employs labor 
and produces, wealtt. AHgeld, Bryan, 
Jonas of Arkansas, Daniels of Virginia 
and hundred!, of other demagogues like 
them are examples of this class of In- 
dians, and strange as it may seem, they 
nave the ears of a certain class of waae 
earners, because they encourage them to 
fight the men with capital who invest it 
where it employs labor. 


There is probably more cnssodness and 


downright nonsense indulged in along 
these HDOP, in the name of labor, than in 
any other one thing. Why, as soon as a 
man Invests his capital, from a sense of 
bis ability and courage, where it emloyes 
labor and produces wealth, be should be 
attacked as the enemy of labor, by agita- 
tors, and labor organizations can only be 
explained on the ground that demagogue 
politicians and false labor leaders are 
using labor so far as they can, by decep- 
tion and falso tbeoiies, to accomplish their 
own eeltUh ends.

From 5 000,000 
to 6,000,000 pounds are annually im- 
ported, a large portion, of which is used 
in calico dyeing as an oxidizer. It is 
also employed in the manufacture o, 
parlor matches, blasting powder and 
some of the smokeless powders. It 1- 
taken medicinally for various ailments 
The salt commonly called muriate of 
potash is found in large quantises in 
Stassfurt. in Germany, and is shippec 
to this country in bags containing 24 
pounds.each. It is dissolved in wooden 
tanks, pumped up to storage tanks, and 
is led from them through pipes to cas 
iron, 
porcelain-lined. 
electrolyzin 


tanks, divided by porous partitions int 
positive and negative compartments 
The chloride solution is kept circulat 
ing- from the positive to the neguliv 
compartments, being electrolysed in it 
passage, and evolving chlorine gas a 
the positive poie. and forming caust 
potash at the nc«a1ivc pole. The gas is 
led into the 
negative compartment, 


where it combines with llie caustic 
potash, 
forming 
h.\ poehlorite 
and 


chloride of potash. It JS then led down 
to tanks containing Ic.id steam coils and 
evaporated to the concentration point 
of chloride of pntas-'i when cold. From 
here it is run boi'ing hot to tanks, 
where it is allovve.l to cool. Little of 
the chloride cribt.illizes v, ith the chlo- 
rate, as the two salU.form at different 
densities. The chlorate crystals are 
raked out and dried and packed in keg* 
holding 100 pounds.

In 1SS5 New York city con 
sumed weekby 23 car loads of lemons 
The daily demand npw exceeds that 
amount. Oranges are used in 
about 


the same increased quality. Five years 
ago, limes, the most acid of all fruits, 
were in small demand. To-day they are 
imported fresh and pickled in large 
numbers. Rhubarb plant, gooseber- 
ries, currants, cherries, plums, apples 
and pears are canned in vast amounts 
for ivinter use. Sweet apples are 
hardly salable in the markets. Acid 
flavored drinks are in demand at the 
soda fountains. Acid conditions favor 
the development of micro organisms, 
promote fermentation and cause re- 
duction of red blood corpuscles. A de- 
rangement of the. heart and other or- 
gans often results. — Chicago Intel 
Ocean.

METRIC SYSTEM. 


Only Two Important Nation* D» Sot 


Make Vac of It. 


Metric standards -of weights and meas- 


ures have been adopted ,J)y 21 countries. 
Great Brirti.iu and the United States be- 
ing the only prominent exceptions. Be- 
fore another year Great Britain will, in 
all probability, hiu e passed an act lejral- 
izing the system in the United King- 
dom and p'rovkKug- for the prepara- 
tion of a table of equivalents betv.een 
the metric and the imperial standards. 
This -Kill leave tljt-l'mted States in a 
conspicuous minoritj among nations. 


The British act, it should foe noted, is 


merely permissive. :>nd (he elioice be 
tween poundsianil lvi!o<; remains free to 
e\ery merchant; bntc^c-; so, it is a con- 
cession to flic metric enthi^irst, in that 
it \viil lead to a more careful teaching 
of his system in the schools and to a 
wider ui>e of it in dealing with othei 
nations. The metric s\ stem has much 
to conquer before it becomes unncrsal. 
birt it is making- rapid strides toward 
ultimate success. Its standards un- 
questionably facilitate the keeping of 
oocounts, and g-iie one a jfreat deal 
in common with the rest of the world 
With our decimal mor.ey system we 
hu.ve a good start made upon the metric 
gradations, and our arithmetic clatse1- 
have nlw ays paid more attention to the 
French standards than corresponding 
classes in English schools. 


It may be 50, it may be 100 years be- 


fore the metric sjstem becomes the es- 
tablished method of adjusting-weights 
and measures in all civilized nation,-,. 
The change is prudup.llv being-effected, 
however, anxl not rapidly enoug-ti to en- 
tail confusion or sudden great cost. 
American scientists have long-asked foi 
a compulsory bill from congress, and it 
is likely that we shall at least go as fat 
as parliament in this cbang-e before 
man v sessions areended.—BostoaJour- 
nal.

ne the law. 


"That the sheriff of any oonnty lu the 


state if In his judgment the preservation 
of peace and the good order ot society re- 
quire it, may summon and enroll any 
number of special deputies which in his 
judgment the exigencies of the case re- 
quire, and such deputies shall be subject 
to bis orders and shall have all the powers 
of deputy sheriffs until discharged or ex 
cueed from duty. 


"In all cases when be Is satisfied of tho 


necessity ho may arm the force of deputies 
and the county shall pay all necessary ex- 
penfes thereof, as well as for thesubsls- 
ence of such special deputies while on 
duty and all expenses Incurred by them 
while In the performance of the duty for 
which they wore summoned. 


Deputies FO appointed shall be paid at 


tbo rate of $3 a day for the time actually 
employed and the county board shall 
make provision for tho payment of the 
samu." 
At the session of the board this nam- 


ing the report of the committee on fees 
and salaries created a long discussion. 
The committee reported favorably on tho 
bill of $61H for deputies sworn in by 
Sheriff Nisbolson during the time when 
the mine!f> inarched to Decatur.
